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That  temperate  and  expert  compromiser,  the  poet  John  Dryden,  attempted  a  syn- 
thesis of  Horace's  dictum  to  would-be  poets  by  translating  it  "to  delight,  or  to  instruct, 
or  both".  This  mixture  of  intentions  has  plagued  literary  critics,  Puritans,  educators 
and  other  serious  folk  since  long  before  Horace's  attempt  to  combine  the  two  into  one 
principle.  Horace  was  speaking  to  the  neophyte  poet,  but  the  educator,  himself  a  sensi- 
tive fellow,  has  also  attempted  to  apply  the  advice  of  the  master  poet.  This  month,  the 
educators  are  going  back  to  their  business  of  combining  the  ingredients  of  delight  and 
instruction  in  a  concoction  suitable  to  school  boards,  trustees,  boards  of  regents  and 
whatever  other  pressures  they  find  themselves  sensitive  to. 

In  one  sense,  KPFA  is  in  a  category  with  the  educators.  It  is  recognized  by  the 
government  as  an  educational  institution,  and  it  is  owned  and  operated  by  Pacifica 
Foundation,  a  non-profit,  educational  corporation.  The  station's  programing,  however, 
is  educational  in  an  informal  rather  than  a  curricular  sense.  This,  obviously,  does  not 
prevent  a  close  and  valuable  cooperation  between  the  formal  educators  and  the  pro- 
gram staff. 

But  among  the  staff,  you'll  find  a  noticeable  shying  away  from  the  term  "educational 
radio"— the  term  has  that  peculiar  aroma  common  to  the  school  room.  Further,  most 
of  the  staff  has  been  in  the  radio  game— or  "profession"— long  enough  to  realize  that, 
in  radio,  high  production  standards  are  essential  to  the  communication  of  both  delight 
and  instruction.  It  is  on  this  point  that  most  "educational  radio"  we  are  familiar  with 
misses  fire.  In  a  radio  context,  pure  instruction  is  painfully  dull,  and  sugar-coated  edu- 
cation is  a  kind  of  falsification  designed  to  give  one  the  taste  but  not  the  nourishment 
of  education. 

Nobody  Will  learn  "how  to"  write  creative  prose  or  construct  an  electron  microscope 
by  listening  to'  KPFA.  But  to  the  extent  that  education  aims  at  the  stimulation  of  in- 
dependent thj^iking  and  the  enrichment  of  the  cultural  experience  of  the  individual, 
KPFA's  programing  is  designedly  educational.  An  acquaintance  with  interesting  and 
interested  people,  and  contact  with  new  ideas  and  work  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  is 
essential  in  any  educative  process.  And  the  program  planner  who  fails  to  live  up  to  the 
poet's  dictum  may  involve  the  term  education  in  the  defense  of  a  dull  program  but  not 
to  the  credit  of  either  the  program  or  of  education.
